DETAILED ACTION

Claims 3, 8, 13, 18, 23, and 26-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the prior art 
provides teachings of dividing an encryption key by a division pattern and transmitting the 
"passkeys" over separate communication channels, the prior art does not teach or suggest 
creating multiple sets of passkeys, each set of at least two passkeys specific to a respective one 
specific destination and further dividing a portion of the passkeys into partial keys and 
distributing the partial keys separately from the remaining passkeys, in the specific combination 
of limitations as claimed.
